GASOLINE FURTHER CURTAILED 
Too late for publication in Tuesday’s issue came a 
dispatch from Washington stating that the Office of 
Price Administration had slashed the value of all B and 
C gasoline coupons in the northeastern states now 
under a ban on non-essential driving from three gallons 
to 2Mj gallons, effective last midnight. 
Previously the Office of W ar Information had an­ 
nounced th at the critical shortage of gasoline for 
civilians on the Atlantic seaboard has a “definite, al­ 
though not direct, relation to the unprecedented and 
unpredictable” overseas demands of the armed forces. 
In fifteen days, OWI says, the Twelfth Air Force 
Command, led by Major General James Doolittle, used 
enough gasoline to empty every tank in the north­ 
eastern coastal shortage area, and to keep the tanks 
empty more than a month. 
For the further information of disgruntled motorists 
who are scolding about the driving ban, it may be re­ 
peated that every day the Twelfth Air Force operated 
over the Mediterranean, the planes consumed 1,100,000 
gallons of high-octane gasoline. 
In fifteen days' flying 
Doolittle fliers used 16.500,000 gallons, or 1,550,000 
more than tile monthly ration of regular gasoline for 
the Atlantic seaboard. 
Another example cited by OWI: A round-trip flight 
of 300 Liberator bombers from a British base to Berlin 
would require 525,000 gallons. 
OWI describes the eastern drought as “not a short­ 
age in supply of product, but in supply of transporta­ 
tion facilities for the product,” and observes: 
“If a w ar emergency requires th at shipments of 
high-octane aviation gasoline to the eastern seaboard 
be given the right-of-way, it is inevitable that shipments 
of regular automobile gasoline to the same place will 
have to be delayed.” 


SENIOR SERVICE SCOUTS 
An interesting new unit of the Girl Scout organiza­ 
tion in the county is the Senior Service Scout section. 
Members wear green service hats with red, white and 
blue insignia, and are known as “The Triple S Girls.” 
These girls are ready to give special service in any 
emergency. Each girl has had a physical examination 
by a physician and has passed tests designed to show 
whether or not she is adaptable and whether or not 
»he is able to take directions and to follow them care­ 
fully as well as to test skills. 
All members of the Triple S must be in senior high 
school and fifteen years of age or more. 
Within the 
first year of membership she must complete a first 
aid course. 
The girls are now ready to take part in service 
projects but their training will continue along the lines 
of their special interests. 


INCONSIDERATE AIRMEN 
Allied airmen in the Tunisian area, in a period of five 
days less than one month, shot down 1064 axis planes 
while losing only 270.

Program For

I I7ASHINGTON — This may be 
' » the kind of speculation agri­ 
culture and labor officials won’t 
like, since they are in the midst 
of a vast recruiting program for 
a land army to work the farms, 
but if things keep on at the 
present rate farm labor is going to 
be one of the least of our war 
problems. 
I don't mean that some sections 
won't be hard hit when harvest 
comes, because farm labor is pri­ 
marily a sectional and seasonal 
matter that can only be taken care 
of by a surplus of labor on hand 
or itinerant laborers who move 
with the crops. 
But there is every indication 
that the bottom of the scarcity of 
farm labor has bren roached and 
thai the swing-back is moving 
rapidly now. • • • 
L 
INDER Selective Service orders, 
deferment of farm labor is I 
now being recognized as a neces­ 
sity. Drafting of essential farm j 
laborers iias virtually ceased 
Secondly, farm workers whp 
flocked to industry to get some of 
those seemingly fabuToitr wages 
have discovered the truth of the 
old adage about all is not gold. etc. 
High rents, poor but costly food, 
and in many instances appalling 
living conditions have resulted in 
a back to-the-farm movement that* 
has caused 
numerous squawks 
from war industry management. 
To what extent this is taking place 
can’t be determined positively vet. 
but some observers here think it 
is nationwide and likely to grow 
in volume. 
A third point is that labor and 
agriculture officials now talk in 
terms of a land army of .'1,5000,000. 
Some of these will get jobs aplenty 


when the seasonal 
farm work 
reaches its peak, but it’s a pretty 
safe guess that some will never do 
more than a few days or at most 
a few weeks of work. At the mo­ 
ment, the Women’s Land Army is 
aiming at a “standing army” of 
only 10.000 full-time farm w ork­ 
ers and * reserve of 50.000 addi­ 
tional part-time workers and offi­ 
cials are going about it in the 
intelligent 
manner of building 
corps where they are most likely 
to be needed. 
A part of this land army will be 
about 500.000 high school youths 
who will work the summer. Many 
farmers turn a cold eye on this 
land army idea, since most of the 
workers will be 
inexperienced 
and unused to the hardships of 
farm life. But when they are 
driven to desperation by labor 
scarcity, farmers will welcome 
them. Farm officials here are posi­ 
tive that once the farmers try land 
army labor, they will be happy to 
have it back. O O O 
FURTHERMORE, the much ma- 
*■ ligned Farm Security Admin­ 
istration is doing a whale of a 
job in bringing farm labor from 
Jamaica, Puerto Rico, the Baha­ 
mas and Mexico. Over-all figures 
on these temporary importations 
have not been made available yet, 
but I do know that in .several east­ 
ern states, around 4.000 of them 
have been placed where the 
will 
do the most good. 
Then, there is tho official decla­ 
ration that some of those thou­ 
sands of captives we picked up in 
Tunisia soon will be “available” 
for farm labor. And d,*n’t think 
that thousands of them won’t wel­ 
come outdoor work and farm food. 
The farm labor problem .nay 
not be solved, but it's certainly on 
the mend.
